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Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  and  Health  Services  for  the 

Year  1953 


1— GENERAL  REVIEW 

In  the  Annual  Report  for  1952  a  general  review  was  made.  This  included  a 
comparison  of  the  finances  for  the  medical  and  health  services  available  per  head  for 
population  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  in  Sierra  Leone.  The  figures  were  eight 
pounds  and  a  little  over  three  shillings  respectively.  It  appears  necessary  to  stress 
this  great  difference.  When  adequate  staff  are  available  to  cover  the  existing  service 
which  expand  yearly,  and  will  continue  to  expand,  it  will  then  be  necessary  to  recruit 
personnel  to  assist  in  the  health  education,  in  massed  treatments  and  general  simple 
sanitation. 


2— ADMINISTRATION 

2.  It  is  regretted,  that  after  the  optimistic  statement  made  in  the  last  report 
that  the  establishment  of  Medical  Officers  for  the  first  time  for  many  years 
was  complete  except  for  a  Pathologist,  it  must  now  be  admitted  that  there  are  several 
vacancies  for  Medical  Officers.  The  post  of  Pathologist  is  still  vacant.  The 
department  suffered  a  severe  loss  through  the  sudden  death  of  Dr.  J.  B.  F.  Luke. 
One  Medical  Officer  due  for  confirmation  resigned,  another  Medical  Officer  having 
been  invalided  towards  the  end  of  his  first  tour  of  service  has  left  the  service  and  two 
temporary  Medical  Officers  terminated  their  agreements,  one  due  to  his  departure 
from  the  territory  and  the  other  due  to  ill-health.  Dr.  M.  M.  C.  Shaw  joined  the 
staff  on  first  appointment.  Dr.  A.  H.  Thomas,  a  Sierra  Leonean,  was  transferred 
from  Nigeria  and  Dr.  A.  E.  O.  Williams,  a  Sierra  Leonean,  arrived  at  the  end  of  the 
year  on  first  appointment.  A  second  post  for  Specialist  was  created  and  Mr.  E.  V. 
Strisiver,  f.r.c.s.  was  promoted  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Of  the  three  non-expatriate 
Medical  Officers  who  were  attending  post  graduate  courses  in  1952,  only  one  has 
returned  and  another  arrived  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Two  Sierra  Leoneans  are 
expected  to  complete  their  training  and  arrive  early  in  the  year  and  several  may 
complete  their  training  later  in  the  year. 

3.  The  staffing  of  the  hospitals  has  been  difficult  in  view  of  the  reduction  of 
the  number  of  Medical  Officers,  and  it  has  only  been  possible  to  staff  the  hospitals  in 
the  Protectorate  by  reducing  the  number  of  Medical  Officers  in  the  Connaught 
Hospital  to  a  level  which  is  unsatisfactory.  The  difficulty  in  the  recruitment  of 
Sanitary  Inspectors  remained  unchanged.  The  response  to  the  recruitment  of  student 
nurses  remains  good,  but  many  of  the  student  nurses  and  more  of  the  nurses  leave 
the  service  in  order  to  obtain  training  in  the  United  Kingdom.  They  hope  that  after 
obtaining  the  State  Registered  Nurse  and  State  Certificated  Midwife  they  can  return 
to  this  territory  and  obtain  employment  as  Sisters,  not  realising  that  vacancies  are 
few  and  applicants  are  many.

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3— POLICY 

7.  Ministers  assumed  office  in  April.  The  Honourable  Dr.  M.  A.  S.  Margai, 
m.b.e.  was  appointed  Minister  for  Health,  Agriculture  and  Forests. 

8.  During  the  year  a  report  was  published  on  The  Functions  and  Finances  of 
District  Councils  in  Sierra  Leone  ”  by  H.  W.  Davidson,  Esq.,  m.b.e.  In  view  of  this 
report  District  Councils  prepared  to  take  over  the  financial  responsibilities  of  the 
Protectorate  dispensaries  and  of  some  of  the  towns.  Non-pensionable  employees 
of  the  dispensaries  and  of  the  maintenance  gangs  will  be  transferred  to  the  District 
Council  but  pensionable  staff  will  be  assigned. 

9.  The  staff  position  did  not  permit  the  planning  of  any  immediate  new  projects. 
Tuberculin  testing  of  school  children  in  Freetown  continued  with  the  offer  of  B.C.G. 
vaccine  to  the  non-immunes.  It  was  considered  that  a  non-specific  allergic  reaction 
was  responsible  for  some  of  the  mild  responses  to  the  tuberculin  test.  A  number  of 
tuberculin  tests  have  also  been  made,  mostly  in  children,  outside  Freetown.  Up  to 
the  present  small  surveys  have  been  done  in  Makeni,  Magburaka,  Port  Loko  and 
Kamakwie  where  Dr.  Benninger  of  the  American  Wesleyan  Mission  kindly  made  a 
number  of  tests. 

10.  The  use  of  sulphones  for  the  treatment  of  leprosy  has  increased  and  the 
attendances  of  lepers  for  treatment  at  hospitals  and  dispensaries  have  improved. 
Patients  suffering  from  leprosy  still  tended  to  collect  at  one  main  mission  centre  and 
the  hopes  expressed  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1952,  that  the  patients  would  report 
to  the  nearest  centre  did  not  materialise.  The  mission  finally  assisted  by  requesting 
all  new  patients  to  bring  an  identity  paper  from  their  District  Councils  and  by  treating 
only  those  who  resided  in  the  mission  area.  This  action  has  greatly  assisted  in 
diminishing  the  hazards  of  the  public  health  problem  which  was  being  created. 

11.  Dr.  R.  C.  Muirhead-Thompson  visited  this  territory  in  order  to  conduct 
research  in  malaria.  Owing  to  unforeseen  circumstances  this  project  had  to  be 
terminated. 

12.  The  Medical  Officers  attending  courses  were  successful  in  obtaining  the 
f.r.f.p.s.  Glasgow  (p),  the  d.p.h.  and  the  d.t.m.  and  Ft.,  respectively. 

13.  Dr.  E.  A.  Renner,  o.b.e.,  Director  of  Medical  Services,  attended  the  World 
Health  Organisation  Conference  on  yellow  fever  at  Entebbe.

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4— DEVELOPMENT 

15.  Under  the  Colonial  Development  and  Welfare  Scheme,  three  Government 
Health  Centres  were  completed  at  Pendembu,  York  and  Waterloo.  Two  Native 
Administration  Health  Centres  were  completed  at  Zimi  and  Koribundu.  One 
Government  Health  Centre  is  under  construction  at  Sembehun.  Quarters  for  stalf 
have  been  completed  at  one  Government  Centre  and  three  Native  Administration 
Centres  and  quarters  at  the  second  Government  Centre  are  under  construction. 
Plans  and  estimates  were  approved  for  the  building  of  hospitals  at  Lungi,  Magburaka, 
Kenema  and  Woama  and  for  a  tuberculosis  hospital  at  Murray  Town.  The  supply 
of  water  was  found  to  be  inadequate  at  Murray  Town  and  the  possibility  of  utilising 
the  Lakka  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  under  consideration. 

16.  A  plan  for  the  extension  of  the  Mental  Hospital  at  Kissy  has  been  completed 
but  consideration  of  the  approval  of  this  scheme  will  have  to  be  deferred  until  the 
following  year.

19.  Infant  Mortality.— Out  of  3,053  live  births  in  Freetown,  355  deaths  under 
one  year  were  registered,  giving  an  Infant  Mortality  rate  of  116.2  per  1,000.

Of  the  355  deaths  under  one  year  64  per  cent  died  during  the  first  month  of  fife. 

20.  Registration  in  the  Protectorate  remained  voluntary  except  for  the 
compulsory  registration  in  six  chiefdoms  and  this  now  completes  their  third  year  of 
compulsory  registration.

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Although  registration  is  compulsory  it  is  a  fact  that  the  above  figures  are  not  a 
true  record  with  the  possible  exception  of  those  presented  by  Nongowa  Chiefdom. 
Kaiyamba  forwarded  figures  for  one  month  only  but  Nimi  Koro  and  Jawi  Chiefdoms 
which  have  larger  populations  than  Kaiyamba  returned  very  low  figures.

-PUBLIC  HEALTH 

22.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Health  Branch  and  the  Malaria  Control 
Unit  which  had  previously  been  sepaiate  Units  were  amalgamated  in  order  to 
economise  and  centralise  supervision.  The  amalgamation  also  afforded  the  senior 
officers  greater  interests  and  will  release  at  least  one  officer  for  other  duties  in  the 
Protectorate. 

23.  Previous  comments  on  the  general  health  of  the  population  still  refer  and 
the  general  health  remains  fairly  satisfactory.  Improvement  in  the  general  living 
conditions,  better  utilisation  of  locally  obtained  foods  with  a  large  scale  campaign 
to  eradicate  the  abuses  of  simple  laws  of  hygiene  are  features  which  will  have  to  be 
considered  before  any  general  improvement  can  be  achieved. 

24.  A  total  of  470  samples  of  water  were  submitted  to  the  Government 
laboratory  for  bacteriological  analysis.  The  majority  of  the  samples  were  from  the 
City  Council’s  supply  to  Freetown.  Routine  samples  were  taken  from  different 
points  in  this  supply  and  from  the  Public  Works  at  Hill  Station.  Transport  difficulties 
may  have  made  the  reports  on  the  supply  from  Lungi  Airport  unreliable.  Five 
samples  out  of  the  total  of  470  gave  positive  cultures,  two  of  them  from  the  City 
supply  being  on  one  day.  The  supply  from  Hill  Cot  reservoir  to  houses  in  Brookfields 
remains  untreated.  Meter  readings  have  been  taken  in  order  to  determine  the  size 
and  type  of  treatment  apparatus  required. 

25.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  search  was  made  in  Freetown  for  the  breeding 
of  Aedes  Aegypti.  It  was  disturbing  to  find  that  the  mosquito  density  was  more 
than  adequate  to  maintain  any  infection  among  a  susceptible  population,  should  an 
infection  be  introduced. 

26.  The  dog  catching  campaign  was  intensified  and  a  total  of  2,250  dogs  were 
destroyed.  The  Veterinary  Department  inoculated  some  dogs  with  Fleury  strain 
vaccine,  on  repayment,  but  a  mass  campaign  is  impossible  until  the  method  of  control 
by  licensing  is  effective.  Canine  rabies,  never  really  absent  from  Freetown,  increased 
towards  the  end  of  the  year.  Throughout  the  year  twenty-two  brains  from  dogs 
were  examined  and  twelve  were  positive  for  Negri  bodies  and  of  these  twelve,  two  had 
been  referred  from  Bonthe. 

27.  The  sale  of  fresh  milk  on  a  small  scale  in  Freetown  was  an  innovation  and 
if  this  increases  such  sales  will  present  a  further  health  problem.  Investigations 
revealed  the  most  unhygienic  methods  of  collection  and  transport. 

28.  Trapping  of  rats  has  continued  and  3,448  rats  were  killed  in  spring  traps 
and  199  being  caught  alive  in  cage  traps.  Of  the  total  2,690  were  recorded  as  R.  rattus 
and  758  as  R.  norvegicus. 

29.  New  methods  of  baiting  and  poisoning  rats  have  been  introduced  using  the 
dicoumarin  preparation — “  Warfarin  ”  with  milling  wastes  from  the  Government 
Rice  Mill  as  baits.  These  have  been  very  successful  and  are  to  be  used  for  rodent 
control  in  connection  with  the  new  Deep  Water  Quay. 

30.  The  demand  and  the  supply  for  mineral  waters  and  ice  cream  has  increased. 
In  the  absence  of  legislation  there  can  be  no  control  over  these  industries  and  in  many 
instances  the  premises  where  these  products  are  prepared  and  the  methods  of 
preparation  are  grossly  unhygienic. 
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8— ENDEMIC  DISEASES 

31.  Malaria. — The  Malaria  Control  Unit  remained  in  charge  of  anti-malarial 
work,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  re-organised.  Routine  larvicidal  activity 
in  Freetown  was  put  in  charge  of  the  Health  Department,  reduced  Malaria  Unit  under 
the  Entomologist  remaining  in  charge  of  residual  spraying  of  imagocides.  This 
re-organisation  was  to  become  fully  effective  on  1st  January,  1954.  Throughout  the 
year  38,188  patients  of  whom  fifty-three  died,  were  treated  at  Government  hospitals 
and  dispensaries.  The  figures  for  1952  were  38,003  cases  and  fifty-nine  deaths. 
In  addition,  two  cases  of  Blackwater  fever  with  one  death  were  recorded  among 
Africans. 


32.  The  use  of  D.D.T.  emulsion  continued  unchanged.  During  the  rains  a 
mobile  gang  of  oilers  operated  from  Headquarters.  This  gang  was  despatched  to  an 
area  on  discovery  of  adult  Anophelines.  Much  more  extensive  use  was  made  of 
contact  imagocides  in  the  Freetown  area.  Some  houses  (ca.  2000)  in  the  Freetown 
Urban  area  were  sprayed  with  B.H.C.  preparabons  in  the  early  rains.  In  the 
suburban  areas  of  Freetown  the  programme  was  extended  to  include  quarterly 
spraying  of  all  areas  east  of  the  Granville  Brook  and  west  of  the  Congo  River.  B.H.C. 
wettable  powder  was  used  where  possible.  Some  of  the  better  class  houses  were 
sprayed  with  20  per  cent  B.H.C.  emulsion  concentrate.  This  was  rather  expensive 
and  its  use  has  been  discontinued.  Control  of  Fungi  airport  by  residual  spraying 
of  surrounding  villages  with  B.H.C.  with  larvicidal  measures  on  the  airport  continued. 
No  new  Bunds  were  built.  A  serious  breach  was  formed  in  the  Bund  at  Aberdeen 
by  an  extraordinary  high  tide  in  September. 

Extensive  floowing  and  scouring  of  drains  in  the  empoldered  area  occurred  before 
the  breach  could  be  closed.  Maintenance  of  the  Bund  is  expensive  but  there  is  no 
other  practical  solution  to  malaria  control  in  the  Western  area  apart  from  erection 

of  Bunds.

39.  The  improvement  in  effectiveness  of  control  measures  reported  in  the  1952 
Report,  continued  during  1953.  The  Parasite  rate  in  Urban  School  children  was 
reduced  still  more.  This  downward  trend  is  more  marked  in  the  suburban  and 
Rural  Area  schools.  In  the  latter  group,  the  parasite  rate  recorded  is  less  than  half 
that  reported  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1951  and  one-third  of  that  reported  for  1950. 
A  similar  reduction  is  seen  in  the  Anopheline  population.  The  Western  Area 
Anopheline  Density  though  higher  than  in  1952  is  but  one-tenth  of  that  noted  in  1951, 
and  one-fifth  of  the  Anopheline  Adults  recorded  for  the  years  1947  to  1950. 

40.  This  improvement  in  efficiency  of  control  must  be  due  at  least  partially  to 
the  introduction  of  control  imagocides.  This  method  of  control  has  gradually 
established  itself  within  the  control  scheme,  supplementing  larval  control  and  in 
some  cases  replacing  it.  In  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  this  scheme  was  extended  to 
include  the  whole  of  the  Urban  Area.  In  the  Urban  spraying  programme,  a 
Gammexane  emulsion  concentrate  containing  20  per  cent  gamma  isomer  was  used 
to  treat  the  better  class  houses  where  it  was  not  possible  to  use  Dispersible  Powder. 
This  measure  was  popular  with  Urban  resident  but  its  use  was  discontinued  as  it 
proved  to  be  rather  expensive. 
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ENDEMIC  DISEASES  CONTROL  UNTT 

41.  The  Endemic  Diseases  Control  Unit  continued  work  with  its  mobile  teams 
and  treatment  centres.  Two  medical  officers  were  posted  to  it,  including  the  medical 
officer  in  charge,  but  with  the  incidence  of  leaves  there  was  only  one  medical  officer 
present  for  most  of  the  year. 

42.  The  main  activity  for  the  mobile  teams  in  1953  was  the  census  diagnosis 
and  prophylaxis  of  the  two  Sleeping  Sickness  areas  in  Kono  and  Kenema  Districts. 
Prophylaxis  was  first  done  on  a  big  scale  in  Saoa  and  Gbane  Mofindo  chiefdoms  in 
Kono  District  in  1946  and  again  in  1949.  On  the  second  occasion  very  little  sleeping 
sickness  was  found.  In  1951  an  extensive  sampling  survey  over  the  whole  area 
brought  to  light  very  few  cases.  This  year  two  teams  carried  out  the  diagnosis 
simultaneously;  one  team  doing  Gbane  Mofindo  Chiefdom  and  one  large  section  in 
the  centre  of  Saoa  Chiefdom  (Faima);  the  other  team  doing  the  rest.  The  first  team 
found  four  cases  of  sleeping  sickness  (two  were  alleged  to  have  come  from 
French  Guinea  specially  for  treatment)  in  nearly  8,000  people  (0.05  per  cent);  the 
other  team  found  101  cases  in  9,000  (1.1  per  cent) ;  in  one  section  a  figure  of  3.3  per  cent 
was  reported.  It  is  believed  that  this  team  diagnosed  a  great  many  cases  of  sleeping 
sickness  on  very  slender  evidence  and  the  true  incidence  is  almost  certainly  very 
much  less. 

43.  In  June  the  team  moved  to  Kenema  District.  Prophylaxis  was  first  done 
here  in  1949.  The  South-eastern  end  of  Dama,  Koya,  Niawa  and  Langrama 
Chiefdoms  have  already  been  finished  and  the  diagnosis  of  Wunde  Chiefdom  has 
begun.  Very  little  sleeping  sickness  has  been  found;  six  cases  in  13,300  people 
(0.05  per  cent).  Assuming  the  high  incidence  in  Kono  to  be  false  the  position  as 
regards  sleeping  sickness  on  the  mainland  seems  satisfactory.  In  Kailahun  District 
1950-1951  the  incidence  found  was  fifty-six  cases  in  25,000  people. 

44.  In  addition  to  sleeping  sickness  any  case  of  infectious  yaws  that  was  found 
was  sent  for  treatment  and  also  cases  of  leprosy.  Most  of  the  chiefdoms  are  well 
served  with  treatment  centres  where  leprosy  was  already  being  treated  but  in 
Gbane-Mofindo  where  the  nearest  centre,  Kainkordu,  is  too  far  off  to  be  effective, 
twenty-eight  cases  of  leprosy  were  discovered.  The  figures  for  the  census  and 
diagnosis  teams  are  given  in  Table  I. 

45.  No  new  treatment  centres  were  opened  in  1953  but  when  the  Government 
dispenser  was  moved  from  Mabonto  to  Magburaka,  an  attendant  was  posted  to 
Mabonto.  This  makes  a  total  of  twenty-one  centres.  Seven  of  these  are  semi¬ 
permanent  buildings  with  a  concrete  floor  and  a  zinc  roof  belonging  to  this  unit. 
Two  more  are  permanent  buildings  formerly  Government  dispensaries,  while  one  is 
a  permanent  dispensary  belonging  to  the  Native  Administration.  Eleven  are 
temporary  buildings  of  native  construction  belonging  to  the  local  chief.  A  nominal 
rent  is  paid  for  these  which  covers  minor  repairs  but  more  extensive  repairs  such  as 
rethatching  is  paid  for  by  the  unit.  This  system  is  not  very  satisfactory.  It  is  not 
liked  by  the  Chief,  the  village  people  or  the  attendants  apart  from  which  the  buildings 
are  not  very  convenient,  as  they  were  not  designed  as  treatment  centres. 

46.  The  purpose  of  these  treatment  centres  is  the  treatment  of  simple  complaints 
and  the  detection  and  if  possible  control  of  the  spread  or  outbreak  of  endemic  diseases 
such  as  trypanosomiasis,  yaws,  jaundice  and  small-pox.  In  addition  the  attendants 
give  advice  on  housing  and  simple  sanitary  measures.  These  centres  are  very  popular 
with  the  people  and  applications  for  the  opening  of  new  ones  are  constantly  being 
received.  Figures  of  cases  treated  are  given  in  Table  II. 

47.  The  treatment  of  leprosy  with  D.D.S.  tablets  was  started  in  a  few  centres 
in  December,  1952.  During  1953  the  treatment  was  made  available  in  all  the  unit 
centres  and  the  total  number  of  new  cases  registered  for  treatment  in  1953  was  920. 
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There  may  be  a  little  duplication  due  to  population  movement,  and  a  few  have  died 
but  in  general  the  attendances  have  been  very  regular.  In  those  centres  where 
treatment  has  been  made  available  for  a  year,  marked  improvement  is  noticeable  and 
the  patients  are  enthusiastic  about  the  efficiency  of  the  treatment.  As  more  centres 
are  opened,  especially  in  the  North,  it  is  believed  that  there  is  ample  work  to  keep  one 
person  fully  employed  in  the  supervision  of  the  treatment  of  lepers. 

48.  Only  seven  weeks  could  be  devoted  to  Bilharzia  investigation  during  this 
year,  i.e.,  the  first  three  weeks  of  January,  and  four  weeks  in  December.  During  the 
first  period,  villages  along  the  Bo-Monghere  road  up  to  Yele  were  investigated,  as 
well  as  the  area  between  Boadjibu  and  Blama. 

49.  The  most  interesting  of  these  villages  is  Monghere  where  Professor 
Blacklock  investigated  twenty-five  years  ago.  He  found  the  population  infected, 
but  could  not  detect  the  snail  host,  but  he  adds  “  later  Dr.  Walls  discovered  them 
in  that  area  ”.  The  present  investigation  gave  an  infection  rate  in  children  of 
approximately  50  per  cent,  but  again  snail  search  is  negative.  Only  three  snail 
infected  places  are  known  at  present  along  the  road  North  of  Bo,  i.e.,  Sembehun  two 
miles  south  of  Dambara,  and  two  places  in  Mandu.  Many  villages  between  Boadjibu 
and  Blama  are  infected,  but  in  none  of  them  could  snails  be  found. 

50.  The  survey  was  resumed  in  December,  with  a  thorough  investigation  of 
Segbwema.  School  children  in  different  parts  of  the  town  showed  uniformly  high 
infection  rate  (70  per  cent)  and  it  was  no  surprise  therefore  that  snails  were  found  in 
every  collection  of  water  used  by  the  population,  including  the  main  river,  which  will 
make  control  work  a  very  difficult  task. 

51.  From  here  the  team  moved  to  Bunumbu  and  Gandorhun,  and  here 
practically  every  village  is  infected  and  snails  although  still  scanty,  were  found  in 
most  of  them.  One  of  the  worst  places,  in  respect  to  infection  rate  and  snails,  is 
Woama,  but  control  here,  if  it  is  nothing  more  than  a  purely  local  affair,  may  be 
easier. 

52.  At  the  end  of  December  the  team  moved  to  Boadjibu  to  try  out  methods 
of  exterminating  the  snail  host. 

53.  Two  Native  Administration  maternity  centres  at  Nyeama  and  Mobai  have 
continued  their  work.  At  Nyeama  there  has  recently  been  some  falling  off  in  the 
number  attending,  due,  it  is  believed,  to  unrest  in  the  chiefdom.  The  new  building 
at  Mobai  is  now  finished  and  satisfactory.  It  contains  two  general  wards  and  an 
isolation  ward,  store,  labour  ward,  office  and  clinic  room.  It  replaced  a  temporary 
building  destroyed  in  a  storm  in  August,  1951.  The  cost  was  met,  half  from  Native 
Administration  funds  and  half  from  a  grant  from  Community  Development.

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54.  Yaws  and  Sleeping  Sickness. — In  addition  to  the  patients  treated  for  yaws 
and  sleeping  sickness  by  the  Endemic  Diseases  Control  Unit,  7,957  patients  suffering 
from  yaws  were  treated  at  Government  hospitals  and  7,438  were  treated  at 
Government  dispensaries.  A  further  247  cases  of  sleeping  sickness  were  reported. 

55.  Tuberculosis. — During  the  year  374  cases  with  twenty-eight  deaths  were 
reported  as  compared  with  343  cases  with  fifty-three  deaths  reported  in  1952. 

56.  Small-pox. — Twelve  cases  and  no  death  were  reported  as  compared  with 
thirty-six  cases  and  one  death  in  1952.  During  the  year  83,460  vaccinations  were 
performed  throughout  the  territory. 

57.  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis. — No  epidemic  of  this  disease  occurred  in  1953 
and  only  eleven  cases  with  one  death  were  reported.  The  figures  for  1952  were  ten 
cases  with  three  deaths. 

58.  Venereal  Diseases. — Gonococcal  infections  accounted  for  85  per  cent  of  all 
cases  of  venereal  diseases  treated  and  11,132  patients  were  treated  for  gonococcal 
infections,  585  for  all  forms  of  syphilis  and  1,406  for  other  venereal  diseases. 

59.  Dysentery. — The  reported  cases  of  amoebic  and  bacillary  dysentery  were 
1,037  and  230  respectively.  These  were  reported  by  Medical  Officers  and  Efispensers. 
The  Endemic  Diseases  Control  Unit  through  their  Attendants  reported  a  further 
1,009  cases  of  amoebic  dysentery. 

60.  Enteric  Fever. — Ninety-five  cases  with  sixteen  deaths  were  notified  during 

the  year.  Sixty-one  cases  were  reported  from  Freetown.  ,;r. 

61.  Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System. — 28,894  cases,  with  sixty-three  deaths, 
of  all  forms  of  respiratory  diseases,  excluding  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  were  recorded 
in  Government  hospitals  and  dispensaries. 

62.  Diseases  of  the  Bones  and  Organs  of  Movement. — This  heading  embraces 
numerous  ailments.  17,320  cases,  with  three  deaths,  were  recorded  in  Government 
hospitals  and  dispensaries. 

63.  Typhus  {Murine). — Seven  cases  with  no  death  were  reported  during  the  year 
ias  compared  with  twelve  cases  and  no  death  in  1952. 

64.  Rabies. — One  positive  case  of  human  rabies  which  died  was  treated  in 
^Government  hospital.  Twenty-two  dogs’  brains  were  examined  and  twelve  were 
(found  positive  for  Negri  bodies. 

65.  Plague. — No  case  of  plague  was  reported  but  3,448  rats  were  examined  with 
(negative  results. 

66.  Yellow  Fever. — One  case  of  yellow  fever  in  an  African  was  reported  in  July, 
11953,  and  confirmed  pathologically.  This  case  occurred  in  the  Port  Loko  District 

t>f  the  Northern  Province.  2,645  persons  were  inoculated  against  Yellow  Fever  during 
he  year. 

9— MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

67.  All  the  hospitals  offer  facilities  for  dealing  with  maternity  work.  In  the 
Protectorate  Government  Hospitals  there  were  555  admissions  with  422  deliveries. 
Hn  the  Maternity  Hospital  at  Freetown  there  were  2,123  admissions  and  1,501  were 
lelivered.  Out  of  1,566  children  born  in  the  Maternity  Hospital  1,298  were 
discharged  alive  from  the  hospital. 

68.  Of  the  patients  who  were  delivered  in  the  Maternity  Hospital  at  Freetown 
171  were  primiparae  and  1,030  were  multiparae.  There  were  945  normal  deliveries 
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and  556  abnormal  deliveries  and  of  the  latter  185  were  only  abnormal  on  account  of 
tears  of  the  soft  parts.  The  following  table  is  a  list  of  the  remaining  abnormal  cases

71.  It  is  worthy  of  comment  that  521  more  patients  with  397  more  deliveries 
were  treated  in  the  Maternity  Hospital  as  compared  with  the  figures  for  the  previous 
year.  Such  an  increase  is  gratifying  but  it  necessitated  some  patients  being  discharged 
on  the  third  day  after  delivery.  This  hospital  has  also  reached  its  capacity  for 
the  treatment  of  in  and  out-patients.  The  number  of  post-natal  visits  paid  to  homes 
increased  in  view  of  the  earlier  discharge  of  the  patients  though  no  record  is  made  in 
this  report.  This  resulted  in  fewer  ante-natal  and  infant  welfare  visits  being  paid. 
The  latter  visits  were  also  reduced  in  consequence  of  the  Health  Visitors  having  to 
assist  in  the  more  heavily  attended  clinics. 
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72.  In  the  Protectorate  out  of  the  total  admissions  of  555  for  maternity,  298 
patients,  with  224  deliveries,  were  admitted  to  the  Bo  Hospital.  The  admissions 
during  1951  and  1952  were  189  and  217  respectively.

10— SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE 

74.  A  daily  clinic  was  held  by  the  Lady  Medical  Officer  for  the  school  children 
except  during  the  latter  two  months  of  the  year  when  shortage  of  medical  staff  did  not 
permit  the  posting  of  a  Medical  Officer  to  this  clinic;  9,353  children  attended  with 
5,355  subsequent  attendances.  These  attendances  were  almost  treble  those  in  the 
previous  year.  A  clinic  was  also  held  at  St.  Joseph’s  Convent  by  a  Sister  and  11,593 
children  were  treated  with  11,129  subsequent  attendances.  Routine  visits  of 
inspection  were  paid  to  the  Methodist  Girls,  Bathurst  Street,  St.  John’s,  Christ  Church, 
Sulaimania  and  Cline  Town  Schools  and  1,188  children  examined. 


1 1— LABOUR  CONDITIONS 

75.  The  staff  position  did  not  permit  a  full  inspection  of  the  three  largest  mining 
areas.  A  Chief  Health  Superintendent  was  posted  to  the  South-eastern  Province  and 
his  duties  would  have  included  mine  inspection  but  it  was  necessary  to  repost  this 
officer  before  the  inspections  could  be  made.  The  Sierra  Leone  Development 
Company  opened  a  new  hospital  of  modern  design  at  the  Marampa  Mines. 

12— PORT  HEALTH 

76.  Freetown  Port. — No  case  of  quarantinable  diseases  occurred.  The  Health 
Authorities  boarded  922  ships  and  488  were  granted  radio  pratique.

77.  Lungi  Airport. — During  the  year  314  aircrafts  landed  and  were  disinfected. 
Residual  spraying  of  the  houses  in  the  adjoining  villages  was  undertaken  but 
inspection  repeatedly  revealed  too  many  potential  breeding  areas  within  and  close 
outside  the  Airport.  In  order  to  combat  this  danger  many  cocoanut  trees  have  been 
destroyed  in  order  to  remove  the  menace  of  the  husks  which  were  left  lying  on  the 
ground  by  those  who  have  plucked  the  fruit,  holes  in  trees  had  been  filled  and  an 
effort  made  to  drain  the  waste  domestic  and  surface  water. 

13— TRAINING  OF  JUNIOR  STAFF 

78.  Nursing. — Training  is  given  at  the  Connaught  and  Bo  Hospitals  and  at  the 
former  institution  a  Nursing  Sister  is  posted  for  whole  time  training  duties.  The 
Staff  position  regarding  Medical  Officers  made  it  difficult  to  improve  the  standard  of 
training.  During  the  year  thirteen  males  and  nine  females  successfully  completed 
the  courses  and  101  nurses  were  undergoing  training  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

79.  Midwives. — Midwives  are  trained  at  the  Maternity  Hospital  and  six 
Government  students  were  successful  in  the  local  examination  and  thus  became 
entitled  to  local  registration. 
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80.  Sanitary  Inspectors.— All  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  trained  in  Freetown 
and  during  the  year  only  one  should  have  completed  the  course  but  failed  to  pass  the 
examination.  No  candidate  sat  for  the  Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute 

(West  Africa). 

8i  Druggists. — Two  dispensers-in-training  were  successlul  in  passing  the  local 

examination. 


14— HOSPITALS  AND  DISPENSARIES 

82.  All  the  hospitals  were  staffed  by  Medical  Officers  throughout  the  year,  but 
the  staff  at  the  Connaught  Hospital  had  to  be  depleted  to  cover  the  other  stations. 
A  list  of  the  hospitals  with  their  yearly  attendances  and  their  bed  strengths  is  given  in 
Appendices  II  and  III.  The  list  of  dispensaries  is  given  in  Appendix  IV.

16— MALE  AND  FEMALE  INFIRMARIES 

88.  Patients  are  accommodated  in  four  wards.  Two  for  male  and  one  for 
female  patients  and  the  fourth  ward  is  a  small  leprosarium.  These  patients  are 
either  destitute  and  unable  to  earn  their  living  or  else  so  incapacitated  that  their 
relatives  are  unable  to  care  for  them.
